But for a while, it seemed that 
volunteers participating in the 
Bradford West Gwillimbury 
Community Clean-up Day on April 
12 might have to wear winter gloves 
instead of rubber gloves. 

Warmer weather arrived just in time 


for Saturday’s clean-up, melting the 
snow and revealing plenty of trash 
along roadsides and in parks. 

Volunteers met at the Bradford & 
District Memorial Community Centre, 
and filled four buses. They headed

More funds 
for Lake 
Simcoe 

The Federal government has 
announced $8.6 million in grant 
funding under the new Lake Simcoe- 
South Eastern Georgian Bay Clean-Up 
Fund - an extension and expansion 
of the original Lake Simcoe Clean-Up 
fund, which came to an end in 2012. 
Funding for 26 projects was 
announced at Carron Farms in the 
Holland Marsh, April 15 - in part 
because the Holland Marsh Growers 
Association is one of the grant 
recipients. 

MP for York Simcoe Peter Van Loan 
noted that when his government 
came to power there was little 
environmental protection and no 
federal funding available for Lake 
Simcoe, despite the concerns of 
residents. 

Money was directed to the Great 
Lakes through two treaty agreements 
with the U.S., but efforts to extend the 
funding to Lake Simcoe, failed. 

It was Environment Minister John 
Baird and then-Finance Minister 
Jim Flaherty who set aside the initial 
Clean-Up Fund, to be "largely focused 
on remediation" of Lake Simcoe - 
supporting real, hands-on projects 
delivering real results. 

At the time, Van Loan noted, the 
many environmental groups and 
agencies working in the watershed 


advocacy rather than action. 

Now, he said, the organizations 
are working together with less 
duplication, on actual projects - a

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Impaired Driver nabbed 


Officers receive commendations 


On April 12, South Simcoe Police 
were contacted about a silver 
Acura SUV that had just exited 
Hwy. 400 at County Rd. 89 in 
Innisfil, and appeared to be driven 
by an impaired driver. South 
Simcoe Police instituted a search 
for the vehicle, which was located 
on the 7th Line, approaching 20th 
Sideroad. Police stopped the SUV 
and investigated the driver, a 45 
year old Innisfil male who was 
exhibiting signs of impairment by 
alcohol. A roadside test registered 
a FAIL, and the man was arrested 
for Impaired, his vehicle towed 
from the scene. 

Further testing at the North 
Division station provided a blood 
alcohol concentration above the 
legal limit. The male was charged 
with Impaired Driving and Over 
.080, his licence was suspended 
for 90 days and his vehicle 
impounded for 7 days. He was 
released on a promise to appear 
for Court on April 29.

Fail to Remain collision 

South Simcoe Police received calls 
from two witnesses on April 13, 
around 11 p.m., reporting a single 
vehicle collision at Holland St. East 
and Dissette St. in Bradford. A vehicle 
spun around and hit a traffic sign on 
the median. A group of youths were 
seen walking away from the car. 

Officers attended and spoke to 
youthsatanearby7-ll store, 
who denied involvement and then 
implicated each other. Once the 
officers discovered the truth, 3 of the 
car’s occupants were given tickets: a 
female youth, determined to be the 
driver, was charged with Careless 
Driving; a second youth was charged 
with Occupant Fail to Report an 
Accident; and the 3rd youth, the 
owner of the vehicle, was charged with 
Permit Operation Without Insurance, 
and Fail to Report Accident. All three 
will be in court in May. No one was 
injured in the collision.

Dangerous Driving 

Around 6:20 a.m. on April 13, 
concerned citizens called police to 
report an erratic driver on County 
Rd. 27 just north of Cookstown. 'Die 
vehicle was travelling well under the 
speed limit, weaving, and driving 
south in the northbound lanes - 
and went through a red light. OPP 
and South Simcoe Police officers 
stopped the vehicle at a business 
south of Cookstown. The driver’s 
erratic behaviour led officers to take 
the 36 year old Toronto man to a 
local hospital for a mental health 
assessment. During the investigation, 
a prohibited stun gun was found next 
to the driver’s seat. The man has been 
charged with Dangerous Operation 
of a Motor Vehicle, Possession of a 
Prohibited Weapon, and Prohibited 
weapon in Motor vehicle. 

Stunt Driving in Churchill 

On April 13, around 10 p.m., a South 
Simcoe police constable monitoring 
traffic on County Rd. 4 north of 
Churchill activated his radar when he 
spotted a speeding car. The vehicle 
was travelling at 100 kmph in the 80 
kmph zone - but accelerated rapidly, 
travelling at 142 kmph as it passed 
the officer's location. The vehicle was 
stopped, and the driver, a 20 year old 
Churchill man was charged with Stunt 
Driving and Speeding, and released 
with a court date in May.

Around 11:55 p.m. on April 12, 

Police received a call from a Bradford 
residence, reporting that 2 persons 
had entered the family vehicle, parked 
in the driveway. Nothing was taken. 
Police attended, and discovered that a 
second vehicle had also been entered, 
but were unable to locate the suspects.

situation that has “resulted in a 
positive energy around the lake we 
haven't seen before.” 

The latest round of funding "is 
something that continues that vision, 
that really did come from local groups 
that cared about the health of the 
lake,” Van Loan said. 

Local recipients include the Ladies 
of the Lake; Lake Simcoe Region 
Conservation Authority - receiving 
several grants including $159,000 for 
its Scanlon Creek Restoration Project; 
and Ducks Unlimited Canada, which 
will get $449,000 for a collaborative 
project to restore and enhance 
wetlands. 

The Holland Marsh Growers 
Association will also receive funding. 
Carron Farms president Jason Verkaik 
said that the monies would be used 
to pursue “innovative washwater 
technologies that will both reduce 
the water used, and the phosphorus 
entering Lake Simcoe” from die 
Holland Marsh, by reducing the "point 
source” discharge of phosphorus. 

Verkaik noted that growers have 
already taken steps to curtail their 
use of fertilizers, and control runoff. 
"What’s exciting is the farmers and 
the growers here want to reduce 
that even more,” he said, developing 
an approach that could be used 
throughout Ontario and Canada. 


Ducks Unlimited Canada's Mike 
Williams said that the new funding 
would allow a “big investment in 
wetlands in Ontario,” adding to the 
almost 1 million acres of wetland 
habitat that have been preserved 
by DUC, through partnerships with 
Ministries, Conservation Authorities 
and local landowners. 

Wetlands, Williams said, conserve 
water, control flooding, reduce 
phosphorus, and "provide many 
important benefits to society. 

(They are) one of the most valuable 
ecosystems that we have.” 

Also attending the announcement 
was Barrie MP Patrick Brown, who 
praised the efforts of the Lake Simcoe 
Clean Up Fund to date. The results - 
cleaner water, less weed growth, the 
return of spawning populations of 
native fish species - are appreciated 
by the people of Barrie, he said. “We 
notice the real strides we’ve made in 
cleaning up Lake Simcoe. It’s at the 
heart of Simcoe County." 

"Lake Simcoe is a vital source of 
drinking water and an important 
part of everyday life for residents. 

Our government is proud to be 
contributing to projects that will help 
ensure the long-term sustainability 
of Canada’s Lakes and waterways," 
said Dr. Colin Carrie, Parliamentary 
Secretary to the current Minister of the 
Environment, Leona Aglukkaq.

out to the valleylands in Summerlyn 
Village and Grand Central, where 
tall weeds snagged every fast food 
container, plastic bag and piece of 
styrofoam blowing in the wind.

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Minister tours the Library that 
Infrastructure dollars built

After announcing $300,000 in 
Celebrate Ontario grant funding 
for the 2014 International Plowing 
Match, taking place in Essa Twp. this 
September, Culture and Tourism 
Minister Michael Chan 
paid a visit to Bradford, 
on April 11. 

He arrived for a tour 
of the Bradford West 
Gwillimbury Public 
Library and Cultural 
Centre, which was built 
with infrastructure 
funding from both the 
federal and provincial 
levels of government. 

The Minister was 
welcomed by Library CEO Liz Fenwick, 
members of the local Library Board 
and Town Council. “I wanted to thank 
you, and thank your government,” said 
Bradford West Gwillimbury Mayor Doug 
White, “because when three levels of 
government get together, great things 
happen.” 

Minister Chan was visibly impressed 
by the two-story, LEED (Leadership 
in Energy and Environmental Design) 
certified glass, cement and stone 
building, "What I like is, it’s a library 
but besides that, a cultural centre for 
the community,” Chan said, praising 
the co-operation between levels of 


government. “We need the partnerships, 
the local partners, because you are the 
people who understand - who live here. 
The grassroots." 

With a provincial budget coming out 
May 1, Minister 
Chan said that 
he was asking for 
money for Libraries, 
because "the library 
is where education 
begins.” But, he 
quipped, "Every year, 
the financial asks -1 
put library there 
every year. That’s the 
good news. The bad 

any money.” 

The Minister toured the library, from 
the Children’s area, to the computer 
rooms, Local History Room, Zima 
performance space, and self-checkout. 
"The building is fantastic,” he told his 
guides. He was also impressed with 
die statistics: in a Town of about 30,000 
people, there are 22,000 Library Card 
holders. 

“People use libraries more than 
ever,” said Mayor White, presenting 
the Minister with a copy of the book, 
Governor Simcoe Slept Here - The 
Legacy of West Gwillimbury, and an 
honorary library card.

The purpose of this letter is to advise you of the construction of transit stops on your street in 
preparation for the launch of Bradford West Gwillimbury’s new Transit System. 

Backaround I ln October 2012 Council approved the implementation of transit to serve the needs of the community. Public meetings were held on June 21,2012 and August 

---1 17,2012 to review the routes and March 11,2013 Council approved the routes. Subsequently, stop locations have been identified to access neighbourhoods, 

schools and commercial areas. The transit system will begin operating on May 1,2014. The construction of the stops is currently underway. 


FAQ’S I What kin(l of buses will be used? 

-- ' Transit service will be provided by two low floor (no step) community buses. 

The buses are similar to the size used by hotels and parking lots at airports 
(e.g. the Park N Fly shut- tie) and a sample is shown. They are 26 feet long, seat 
approximately 19 people, can accommodate two wheelchairs and are equipped 
with ramps for accessibility. 




What work is required to build the stops? 

The stop involves the construction of a hard surface that will connect the curb to the sidewalk 
and a post and sign to identify the bus stop. The construction will involve digging up a small 
section of the boulevard, placement of gravel and paving with concrete. All of these stops will be 
located on the Town’s property. On local residential roads, the pad will be approximately 2m X 
3m and will have a concrete surface. On Holland street, where more use is expected, they will 
be 3m X 6.5 m.

“Men and women of the Khalsa 
“ - the Sikh community - gathered at 
the Bradford Courthouse on April 13, 
to celebrate Khalsa Day and raise the 
Khalsa flag.

White and members of Council, in 
celebrating the founding of the Order 
of the Khalsa by 10th guru. Guru 
Gobind Singh. 

Mayor White read a proclamation, 
declaring Khalsa Day in the 
municipality, and presented the 
proclamation to Councillor Raj 
Sandhu. "Raj Sandhu is not a Sikh 
leader of our community, or a Punjabi 
leader of our community - he is a 
leader of the community,” White 
said, thanking the community for 
“participating in our Town, in every 
way.”

the Brown Marmorated Stink 
Bug and the Leek Moth, another 
invader, this time from Europe. 

The Leek Moth attacks onions, 
green onions, leeks and garlic 
- but there is a substantial 
amount of information on pest 
management available from 
Europe. The pest has been 
successfully controlled using 
crop rotation, clean-up of plant 
debris, monitoring, pesticides 
and biological controls - some of 
them native. 

Unfortunately, there is no 
such control as yet for the 
Brown Marmorated Stink Bug. 

Of 37 insecticides tested in the 
U.S., the most effective were 
those that are broad-spectrum 
pesticides, harming the "good 
bugs” along with the bad. 

Any strategy to control BMSB 
will need to involve not only 
pesticides, but repellents, 
trapping, physical barriers - 
and biological control. Native 
species of parasitic wasps 
are being studied, but "so far, 
the results are not terribly 
promising,” Fraser says. The U.S. 
is looking to China for possible 
biological controls - but there 
are always concerns that an 
imported predator might attack 
other native stink bugs that are 
actually important predators of 
agricultural pests.

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Farewell to St. Paul’s Anglican 

With a dwindling 
number of parishioners, 
and a furnace break¬ 
down over the winter, 

St. Paul’s Anglican 
Church (Coulson’s Hill) 
has been struggling 
financially. The difficult 
decision has been made 
to “Disestablish” and 
close the church, May 4. 

Easter Services will 
be celebrated at St. 

Paul's with Rev. Barb 
Hammond, offering Good Friday Prayers with Stations of 
the Cross at 10 a.m. on April 18, Easter Sunday Service at 
10 a.m. on April 20, and a Baptism on April 27. 

On May 4, die final service will be held on a theme of 
“Thanksgiving and Farewell." All are welcome to attend 
and participate in the service, which will be followed by 
light refreshments as the community says farewell to the 
church that was founded by pioneers. 

Although the current building dates from 1916, the 
first frame church was built on the site in 1854. It was 
replaced by a brick and stone church with a 100’ spire in 
1889. That church burned to the ground in 1915, but the 
parishioners, many descended from the pioneers, rebuilt 
and St. Paul’s Coulson’s Hill was reconsecrated in 1921. 

The cemetery, which remains active, was opened before 
the church. The first burial took place in 1831 - that of 
Mrs. Edward Sheldon. As noted in Governor Simcoe 
Slept Here, “The parish grew quickly, including among its 
families such names as Bowles, Wood, Fennell, Thorpe, 
Nesbitt, Sheldon, Magee, Hughes, Hambly and Roberts.” 

Because of the cemetery, the church will not be sold but 
will remain in the possession of the Anglican Diocese, 
although the doors will be closed. 



Knit, Purl and Crank, with the Historical Society

Marnie Parkin is a “cranker” and a talented one to boot. 

Crankers are crafters who own and operate a circular 
knitting machine to produce beautiful and serviceable 
garments, like socks and mitts. Parkin demonstrated 
her machine and her talents to the Tecumseth and West 
Gwillimbury Historical Society at the March meeting. 

Knitting machines were popular in the early 1920s. Socks 
were necessities, and home-produced socks were a form of 
extra income for families. The machines themselves were 
portable, easily set-up, and a dedicated user could produce 
an adult sock in 2 hours. 

It was possible to do ribbing and to turn a heel with 
adjustments to the needles that rose and fell as the yam 
circled the perimeter of the casing when the crank was 
turned. Canadian-made machines, such as those of 
Creelman Brothers of Georgetown were available locally - 
but as manufactured goods became more available, home 
production declined. 

There are still many crankers, in Canada and the U.S., 
who use old and newly-produced machines - with 
many beautiful patterns readily available online, and 
National Circle Sock Conventions. Parkin has travelled 
extensively to workshops and conventions all over North 
America to meet fellow crankers, and she displayed a

Creative Activities for Creative 
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“Open Bus” introduces Transit 

Bradford West Gwillimbury Council has approved a 
number of agreements that must be in place before the 
new Public Transit system launches on May 1. 

Working out the details was complicated and time- 
consuming, a report noted, requiring the use of outside 
transit consultants. 

In its April 15 meeting. Council authorized signing an 
agreement with Switzer-Carty Transportation to operate 
and maintain the buses, and provide drivers, at a cost 
of $190,315 per year (plus fuel and major repairs) - and 
an agreement to lease the Town-owned buses to the 
company, at no cost. 

Council also authorized a Service agreement with 
Town Taxi to provide the Taxi-to-GO service for 
commuters and a Shared-Ride Taxi Service to Bond 
Head; an Agreement with Bradford Shopping Centres 
Inc. for use of its property and a bus stop at Walmart; 
a Software Licence, Hosting and Service Agreement 
with TransitFare & Systems Ltd. for the farebox and 
SmartCard technology installed on the buses; and a 
future Fare Integration Agreement with MetroLinx that 
could reimburse the Town for subsidizing the cost of the 
Taxi-to-GO service for holders of PRESTO cards. 

The annual cost of Taxi-to-GO service is estimated at 
$56,250 per year at peak usage; with an additional cost 
to the Town for the shared taxi to Bond Head service. 
Residents of Bond Head were surveyed to determine 
support for the shared taxi concept; the Town received 
about 20 responses, and the comments were mixed. 
"There was not consensus by any means," said Director 
of Legal Services Rebecca Murphy. Based on the surveys, 
the shared taxi to Bond Head will be offered only 1 day a 
week, starting in June. 

The Town has committed support for Public Transit 
in the amount of $365,000 per year, and will sign an 
agreement with the Province, to dedicate its share of gas 
tax revenues - estimated at $265,000 annually - to transit. 

“May 1st is going to be here before we know it. It’s 
been a long time coming,” said Mayor Doug White. 

"We not only bought the buses, we’re partnering with 
local businesses...in the most economical way possible. 

I think it'll give our residents flexibility. It’ll save our 
residents money." 

The community buses purchased by the Town are fully 
accessible, and will run from 9 a.m. to 5 p.m. Fares will be 
free during May, then $3 for riders ages 5 & up - although 
anyone who purchases a reloadable easyPASS card will 
pay only $2 per trip, and ride free until the end of July.

Good news for Taxpayers 

Town Council had approved a 2014 tax increase of 
1.95%, to meet increases in expenditures. However, 
thanks to growth in the municipality and an increased 
assessment, the final tax increase works out to only 
0.37% or $14.73 for the "average" home assessed at 
$351,200. 

"This is really good news," said Deputy Mayor Rob 
Keffer, as Council approved the final Tax Levy By-law. 

Councillor Gary Lamb went further. “It’s the best news 
we’ve had in two years. Why aren't we having a party?”
